All  houses  must  be  constructed  of  brick, 
stone,  cement  or  combination  of  each. 
To  be  used  for  dwelling  purposes  only, 
and  not  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
any  business  save  that  of  a  duly  qualified 
Physician  or  Dentist.  No  more  than  one 
house  on  each  lot  and  the  main  front 
wall  of  the  house  to  be  at  least  fifteen 
feet  back  from  the  street  line  which  the 
building  faces.  Each  house  must  be  at 
least  two  feet  away  from  side  line  of  the 
lot.  This  applies  to  the  main  body  of 
the  wall  on  the  side  of  the  building  and 
does  not  include  eaves  or  projections.

NORTHCLIFFE,"  as  its  name  implies,  is  located  on  the 
highest  elevation  of  the  height  of  land  which  over- 
looks Toronto  from  the  north.  This  location  has  always 
been  known  to  persons  who  have  studied  the  geographical 
features  of  Toronto,  and  its  suburbs,  as  the  most  desirable 
for  residential  purposes,  but  it  has  only  been  with  the  laying 
of  asphalt  pavements  and  concrete  sidewalks,  the  extension 
of  street  car  lines  and  the  wide  increasing  use  of  the  auto- 
mobile that  this  desirable  district  has  come  to  be  considered 
as  part  of  the  City. 

The  extension  of  the  Avenue  Road  car  line  gave  an 
immediate  and  an  immense  increase  to  all  the  property  in 
the  Avenue  Road  hill  district,  as  far  north  as  the  Upper 
Canada  College.  The  most  luxurious  residences  in 
Toronto  are  now  located  in  this  area.  "  Northcliffe"  is  on 
the  same  height  of  land,  enjoys  all  the  exclusiveness  which 
belongs  to  the  Avenue  Road  hill  district,  and  the  prices 
asked  for  the  property,  although  it  is  adjacent  to  the  highest 
priced  residential  property  in  Toronto,  do  not  anticipate 
values,  but  are  fixed  at  a  price  to  sell  readily  to  supply  the 
present  demand  for  desirable  residential  locations.

"  NORTHCLIFFE "  FROM  DAVENPORT  ROAD 


THIS  photograph  looking  across  "  Northcliffe  "  towards  the  west 
and  north,  was  taken  Tuesday,  March  18th,  and  shows  the 
general  appearance  of  the  location  in  the  early  spring  of  the 
present  year.  Davenport  Road,  in  the  foreground,  was  then 
broken  owing  to  the  trunk  sewer  and  city  water  service  having 
been  laid  recently.  The  car  line  is  the  Davenport  suburban 
electric.  The  Hydro  Electric  lighting  service  is  installed  through- 
out the  district.  The  sidewalk  in  the  right  foreground  extends  up 
Oakwood  Avenue,  the  dividing  line  between  "  Oakwood  "  and 
"  Northcliffe."

LOOKING  "CITYWARDS"  FROM  "  NORTHCLIFFE " 


'HIS  view  is  taken  about  200  feet  back  from  the  Davenport 


Road  frontage  of  "  Northcliffe"  looking  in  a  southerly  direction 
over  the  city.  While  the  incline  to  "Northcliffe"  is  slight  when 
viewed  from  Davenport  Road  the  elevation  above  the  city  is 
considerable.  The  ascent  begins  at  Bloor  Street  and  gradually 
increases  until  the  crown  of  the  hill  is  reached,  leaving 
"  Northcliffe"  on  a  level  with  the  most  desirably  located  residential 
areas  in  the  Avenue  Road  Hill  district.  Fresh  breezes  prevail  the 
warmest  days  in  summer  and  the  air  is  always  free  from  the  smoke 
and  dust  of  the  city.

LOOKING  WEST  AND  NORTH  FROM  "  NORTHCL1FFE" 

THIS  photograph  was  taken  from  the  corner  of  Regal  Road 
and  Lauder  Avenue.  The  large  building  on  the  extreme 
right  is  the  Separate  School,  and  a  similar  large  building  next  to 
the  right  is  the  Public  School.  These  two  schools,  and  the 
Oakwood  High  School,  which  appears  in  the  following  photograph, 
are  located  within  ten  minutes  walk  from  the  point  where  this 
picture  was  taken.  "  Northcliffe  "  is  bordered  on  the  west  by  a 
well  built  up  and  restricted  residential  section.  The  two  schools 
in  the  north  background  are  located  on  St.  Clair  Avenue.

THE  EASTERN  BOUNDARY  OF  "  NORTHCLIFFE" 


TURNING  the  camera  in  a  nearly  opposite  direction  we  get  a 
view  of  "  Northcliffe"  to  the  east.  The  large  building  to  the 
extreme  left,  almost  obscured  by  trees,  is  the  Oakwood  High 
School.  The  residences  stretching  across  the  background  are  in 
"  Oakwood,"  and  the  depression,  from  which  the  trees  appear,  is 
Springmount  Avenue,  dividing  44  Northcliffe "  and  44  Oakwood." 
It  should  appear,  from  this  and  the  three  preceding  photographs, 
that  44  Northcliffe"  is  already  surrounded  by  a  high  class  residential 
section,  and  is  located  in  an  area  already  supplied  with  all  the 
conveniences  of  city  life.

TEN  MINUTES'  STREET  CAR  RIDE 


The  above  diagram  shows  the  location  of  "  NorthclifFe  "  from  a  central  point  in  the  city  of 
Toronto.  Describing  a  circle  having  the  corner  of  College  Street  and  Spadina  Avenue  as  its 
central  point,  with  a  radius  of  2  miles,  Riverdale  Park  on  the  east,  Upper  Canada  College  on 
the  north,  and  Dundas  Street  Bridges  on  the  west,  are  within  the  same  area  as  "  Northcliffe.' 
From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  "  Northcliffe  "  is  nearer  to  this  central  point  than  the  High  Park 
district,  North  Toronto,  or  the  district  east  of  the  Don.  "  Northcliffe  "  is  really  the  western  end 
of  the  Avenue  Road  Hill  district,  extending  between  Davenport  Road  and  St.  Clair  Avenue.
